The President’s action in re- 
moving the funds from his fiscal 
1961 budget was immediately at- 
tacked by Senator Thomas C.

Hennings pointed out that Han- 
nibal and Canton “are practical- 
ly disaster areas’ due to Mis- 
sissippi River floods. He told 
the Post-Dispatch he would 
“make every effort’ to restore 
the appropriations in Congress. 


Cuts 13 Projects. 


Mr. Eisenhower notified Con- 
gress that he was cutting a total 
of $7,605,000 from his budget re- 
quests for work on 13 river and 
harbor projects in the fiscal 
period beginning next July 1. 


Three of the 13 projects are 
in counties along the Mississippi 
in northeastern Missouri, where 
rising water is threatening a 
wide area. All three projects 
are in the congressional district 
of Representative Clarence Can- 
non (Dem.), Missouri, chair- 
man of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. 


The budget requests for two 
of the Missouri projects, the 
Bear Creek and Canton reser- 
voirs, were eliminated com- 
pletely. The third project, the 
Fabius River Drainage and 
Levee District, 
$121,000.

The crest of the Mississippi 
river neared St. Louis, today, 
and authorities said it appeared 
the worst of the upstream flood- 
ing was over. 

The river was receding slowly 
at Gregory Landing, Mo., 150 
miles north of here, where vol- 
unteers had been patrolling hard- 
pressed levees for two days and 
two nights. A crest was reached 
at Clarksville, further south. 

Flood workers used sandbags 
and baled hay to keep the levees 


intact in the vicinity of Quincy, | 


Meyer and Chester, Ill., and on 
the Missouri side at Canton, West 
Quincy and Gregory Landing. 
They said they believed their 
strugggles were nearly over. 

The Mississippi inched upward 
another six-tenths of a foot at 
St. Louis, to 32.7 feet. The Weath- 
er Bureau said a crest of 34.5 
feet, 4.5 over flood stage, would 
be reached Monday. 

South of St. Louis, the flood 
crest was still approaching, fore- 
casters expected no serious dam- 
ace. A four-to-nine-foot overflow 
was expected in the Cape Girar- 
deau area, 125 miles south of 
here, and some_ bottomlands 
might become inundated about 
next Wednesday. 

Cape Girardeau police reported 
that residents have built a flood- 
wall to strengthen an unfinished 
flood protection project on the 
city’s downtown riverfront. 

Two Islands Fleoded. 

The Missouri. river broke 
through’ a small levee at Mo- 
kane, 25 miles east of Jefferson 
City, and-spilled over about 400 
ecres of farmland.

NET ON RUNWAY 
SAVES AIR GUARD 
JET PILOT AGAIN 


Col. Frederick A. Munder, Air 
National Guard pilot, was saved 
from possible serious injury by 
a nylon barrier at the end of a 
jet runway at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field last night. It was the sec- 
ond time a net has been used to 
halt a jet fighter flown by Col. 
Munder. 

Col. Munder, a department 
head at the Aeronautical Chart 
Piant, discovered a_ hydraulic 
failure in his brakes when he 
was preparing to land at 8 
p.m. following a routine training 
flight. He-radioed the control 
tower operators who alerted 
crash trucks and raised the net 
at the west end of the 10,000-foot 
runway.

Bear creek, a spokesman for 
Senator Hennings said. He added 
that floods on the creek caused 
an estimated $2,000,000 in dam- 
age between 1947 and 1957. 

For the Canton reservoir, Mr. 
Eisenhower's 1961 budget origi- 
nally requested $484,000. This 
amount was eliminated in its en- 
tirety in the amended budget re- 
quest. 

The Canton reservoir is in- 
tended to protect commercial 
establishments, industrial plants 
and the municipal water and 
power plant, Henning’s office 
told the Post-Dispatch. Canton 
is about 150 miles north of St. 
Louis. 

In this area, four floods caused

Hennings spokesman said. 


Mr. Eisenhower’s 1961 budget 
request for the Fabius River 
Drainage and Levee District in|

50 Businesses Closed.

The Army engineers had said 
they could use $1,650,000 to con- 
tinue work on the agricultural 
levee system from Rulo, Neb., 
to St. Louis in fiscal 1961, but 
the item was omitted from the 
budget so that a further study 
could be made, a spokesman 
for Symington said.

The fee 
for each applicant was one 
pound ($2.80), 

Meanwhile, the leader of the 
militant Pan Africanist Con- 
gress, Robert Mangaliso So- 
bukwe, told a court in Johannes- 
burg today that non-white Afri- 
cans “have no moral obligation 
to obey” South African laws 
which are made by a white 
government. 

Sobukwe and 22 other P.A.C. 
leaders were charged with in- 


citing Negroes to defy the laws 
which required non-whites to 
carry pass identity cards at all 
time at the risk of arrest. 
Demonstrations against these 
hated passes touched off the 
racial strife three weeks ago. 

The government came under 
increasing pressure from busi- 
ness men to make overtures to 
Negro leaders for an end to the 
racial crisis. 

Some influential Afrikaner 
business leaders were reported 
considering an appeal to Prime 
Minister Hendrik Verwoerd to 
confer with non-white leaders. 
Verwoerd and his National party 
are the political spokesmen for 
the Afrikaner community, the de- 
scendants of the country’s early 
Dutch settlers. 


Johannesburg newspapers said 
businessmen of English descent, 
the other major sector of the 
business community, have ail- 
ready asked to see Verwoerd to 
ask him to ease the govern- 
ment’s racial policy. 

The business leaders were mo- 
tivated by a double pinch on the 
South African economy: The 
labor shortage and the effect on 


sales abroad of boycotts of South 
African goods and the threat of 
more foreign sanctions. 


LONDON FEELING 
RISING PRESSURE 


LONDON, April 7 (AP)—The 
British government, openly 
shocked at South Africa’s deep- 
ening racial crisis, reported to 
be resisting strong pressure for 
the expulsion .of South Africa 
from the Commonwealth. 

Authoritative diplomatic 
sources said pressure is reaching 
London at two levels: 

Officially—At least half the 
members of the 10-nation Com- 
monwealth are known to be con- 
sidering formal demands for 
ousting South Africa unless its 
rulers swiftly modify their race 
policies. 

Unofficially—Demands of the 
public, press and religious groups 
are mounting throughout the 
multiracial Commonwealth for 
breaking with South Africa. 

There were calls for some 


form of penalties aimed at bring- 
ing the South African govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Ver- 
woerd to its knees. 

The occasion for a gloves-off 
debate may come next month 
when the Commonwealth prime 
ministers meet in London, Ver- 
woerd has said he will attend 
if only to serve formal ndtice 
of his government’s plan to 
make South Africa a republic if 
the majority of his white voters 
agrees. 


33 DEAD, MANY HOMELESS 
IN FLOODS IN BRAZIL 


RIO DE JANEIRO,’ April 7 
(UPI) — Floods in northeastern 
Brazil have caused at least 33 
deaths and left thousands of per- 
sons homeless and in some cases 
starving. 


Property damage in the eight 
northeastern states affected by 
the floods is expected to run 
into millions of dollars. Rivers in 
Piaui and Alagoas states were 
still rising, but in most of the 
affected areas the water was 
receding.

BRITISH ‘FLYING BARREL’

Barrel. Test Pilot Tom Brooke-

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Revision of Defense Budget 
Is an Administration Move 
To Reduce the Missile Gap 


Cutback in Bomarc Interceptor and 
SAGE Control Programs Makes 
Funds Available for Stepped - Up 
Atlas I.C.B.M. Squadrons.

WASHINGTON, April 7. 


THE ADMINISTRATION has revised its defense budget to 


reduce the missile gap. 


By cancellation of the Bomarc interceptor missile beyond 
nine installations of 30 missiles each and reduction in the scope 
of the SAGE control system, about $500,000,000 was made avail- 
able. From this saving, $226,000,000 is made available to provide 
18 additional Atlas intercontinental missiles. These will be spread 
through the last six Atlas squadrons of the total of 13 authorized 


and appropriated for. 

The first seven Atlas squad- 
rons will have nine missiles each 
on launchers and one spare each. 
The remaining six will have 12 
on launchers and one spare each. 
This will be a total of 135 of 
the ‘big missles on launchers 
and 13 spares. 


The last six Atlas squadrons 
will be “hardened” to be secure 
from blasts of 100 pounds per 
square inch of overpressure. On 
the average, it should require 
about 10 Soviet missiles to de- 
stroy éach Atlas hardened to 
this degree. 


The first Atlas squadrons will 
not be hardened at all. The last 
three or four of the first seven 
will be protected against blasts 
of 25 pounds per square inch 
overpressure. 


The earlier squadrons are em- 
placed in groups of three. A 
group can be destroyed by a di- 
rect hit. The last six squadrons 
have the missiles, dispersed 
singly so that a direct hit is re- 
quired to destroy each missile. 


THE SECOND MOVE by the 
Administration is to re-program 
Navy funds so as to buy long 
lead-time items for an addi- 
tional six Polaris submarines, 
with 16 missiles each. Funds 
for long lead-time items for three 
Polaris submarines were al- 
ready in the budget. 


The Navy had already re- 
programmed $52,000,000 to ac- 
celerate the construction of 
seven of the nine Polaris sub- 
marines already started. 

The construction of 12 Polaris 
submarines has been provided 
for in appropriations, including 
the present budget request. Long 
lead-time items, such as nuclear 
reactors and fire control com- 
ponents, have been asked for 
nine additional Polaris sub- 
marines, making a total of 21. 
With 16 missiles, each, this will 
provide 336 Polaris missiles. 

Nine Polaris submarines are 
scheduled to be operational in 
1962, three more in 1963, and 
from three to nine more in 1964. 


It is not yet certain that the 
six additional Polaris subma- 
rines for which long-lead-time 
components are being asked for 
will be built. The Polaris missile 
is still -in the final stages of 
development. Secretary of De- 
fense Thomas S. Gates Jr. told 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee earlier this year that a 
decision about additional Polaris 
submarines would be made after 
tests of firing the .missile from 
under water. 

The first test was attempted 
March 28. It failed to ignite. The 


_Navy announced that “the mis- 


sile apparently lost internal 
power shortly before launch, 
thus preventing a test of the 
ignition device.” 


THREE MORE TESTS were 
scheduled, the major one to be 
attempted this summer, The 
first test of the Polaris at re- 
duced range of 900 miles with 
full guidance, from a land 
launcher, was made in February 
this year. It was termed success- 
ful. 

The uncertainty about giving 
@ positive order for the addition- 
al six Polaris submarines is at- 
tributable to the delays in the 
development of the missile. The 
submarines, with missiles and 
ancillary equipment, cost about 
$300,000,000 each, amost $20,000,- 
000 a missile. 

By ordering only the long- 
lead-time items for six more 
submarines, the United States is 
committed to the expenditure of 
about $153,000,000. If the Polaris 
missile tests are unsatisfactory, 
the expenditure will not be great 
and probably not lost, since the 
reactors still can be used. 

If the orders were given for 
six additional submarines and 
their unproved missiles, the cost 
would be $1,800,000,000. How- 
ever, all indications are that the 
six additional submarines will be 
ordered unless the Polaris mis- 
sile encounters a series of fail- 
ures in testing during the rest 
of this year. 

Secretary Gates proposed can- 
cellation of $144,000,000 asked

IN THE POWERFUL, skill- 
fully organized campaign that 
Senator John F. Kennedy is con- 
ducting for the presidency, the 
candidate and those around him 
give off a high degree of confi- 
dence. And above all, this is 
confidence that Kennedy can de- 
feat Vice President Nixon in 
November. 


The Kennedy caculation takes 
into full account the religious 
issue. In fact, the Senator's 
Catholicism is made to appear as 
a distinct asset in the intimation 
that Kennedy and Kennedy alone 
among the Democratic hopefuls 
can defeat the Republicans. 


The heart of the claim is a 
new combination similar to that 
put together by President Tru- 
man when he won his stunning 
upset victory by defeating 
mas E, Dewey in 1948. It 
takes full account of the likely 
defection of Southern states and 
perhaps even one or two border 
states. 

With the Southern plan for 
“independent electors,’’ Kennedy 
argues that the Democrats are 
likely to lose four or five South- 
ern states no matter who is the 
candidate. Truman in ’48 lost the 
39 electoral votes of Alabama, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, South 
Carolina and Tennessee which 
went for the States Rights can- 
didate, Senator Strom Thur- 
mond, Yet Truman won with a 
total of 303 to 189. 


KENNEDY’S CASE rests on 
his conviction that he can carry 
all the states in the North and 
West with big cities and big elec- 
toral votes. He includes New 
York which Truman lost. In the 
claim he puts forward with such 
determined confidence he would, 
thanks to the farm disaffection, 
carry a number of midwestern 
states, including Ohio and Wis- 
consin. Part of the case is that 
voters who cross over for him 
in the primary will stay with 
him in November. 

As with most election statis- 
tics, the results in Wisconsin can 
be used to prove anything about 
the religious issue. For the most 
part in Wisconsin it was below 
the surface with Protestants 
showing far less tendency to 
vote in accord with their re- 
ligion than Catholics. It is in 
West Virginia where Kennedy 
again meets Senator Hubert 
Humphrey on May 10 that it 
could be explosive.

Missouri Calls Cost More 


I invite all telephone customers 
to compare long distance rates on 
intrastate and interstate calls of 
the same mileage. 

The directory lists the daytime 
station to station rate for a call 
from St. Louis to Kansas City, Mo., 
as $1 plus tax. The same call from 
East St. Louis, Ill., to Kansas City, 
Mo., is 85 cents plus tax, accord- 
ing to the rate operator. Most inter- 
esting. 

One can also call Cincinnati for 
$1 (daytime station to station), 
which is almost twice the distance 
of Kansas City. 

Obyiously the Bell System is not 
discouraging interstate calls. There- 
fore it is likely these calls are not 
losing money. It is a matter of rec- 
ord that federal regulatory agencies 
have been, to put it kindly, more 
than generous to the utilities in- 
cluding A. T. & T. However, the 
above rate differences support the 
contention that the Missouri regula- 
tory agency (PSC) has been far 
more generous.

The Republican Stamp 


Civil rights legislation from this Democratic 
Congress is going to be essentially Republican 
legislation. This fact became clear when the 
Senate repeatedly beat down efforts either to 
broaden or to narrow the scope of the House 
bill. That bill was based on one introdneed 
earlier in the Senate by Minority Leader 
Dirksen. | 

In fact, on this issue Senator Dirksen was 
to all intents and purposes the majority lead- 
er. He was able to clairn, accurately, that the 
bill bore a “Republican stamp,” and in a 
moment of possibly unconscious irony thanked 
Majority Leader Johnson for helping to se- 
cure action. 

Only two of Senator Dirksen’s original seven 
points were omitted from the House bill 
which the Senate has defended against all seri- 
ous attack. Congress declines to give the 
President’s Committee on Government Con- 
tracts legislative status, but the committee 
does not really need it. Congress also refuses 
to go on record in favor of the Supreme 
Court’s school integration decision, or to aid 
school districts planning desegregation.

The lack of congressional courage displayed 
here is unfortunate but not destructive of 


‘ civil rights. The bill does retain criminal 
‘penalties for persons who obstruct court or- 


ders by threats or violence. Public education 
is guaranteed for children of members of the 
armed forces when schools are closed in inte- 
gration struggles. 

Aside from a provision making it a federal 
crime to cross state lines to avoid prosecution 
for bombings, what is left is basically a vot- 
ing rights bill. That is precisely what Sena- 
tors Dirksen and Johnson predicted. 

Under proceedings started by the Attorney 
General, a federal court could hold that a 
pattern of voting discrimination existed in a 
given area. The court could then appoint 
referees to issue voting certificates to citizens 
qualified under state laws. Such citizens 
could vote, but if challenged by the state, their 
ballots would be impounded and counted only 
when their qualifications were finally deter- 
mined. Failure by state officials to permit 
voting would constitute contempt of court. 

This procedure has its weaknesses. It is 
open to the delays of the judicial process. It 
does not directly guarantee anybody’s right 
to vote. Instead, it requires that a citizen first 
attempt to vote, and prove to the referees that 
he has been rejected by local officials, before 
he can be certified—and then he must try to 
vote again. This is a heavy burden of respon- 
sibility to place on many Southern Negroes 
who have never tried to vote even once, be- 
cause of intimidation. 

* . * 

Yet most efforts by Northern Democrats 
to strengthen this provision were defeated by 
a coalition of Southern Democrats and Re- 
publicans, the latter insisting on a bill with 
their “stamp.” Not until the Northern Demo- 
crats agreed to go along with the Republicans 
was action possible. 

This was the political situation which ele- 
vated Senator Dirksen to leadership and left 
Senator Johnson with little to lead. His famed 
arts of compromise failed within his own di- 
vided party. While the situation was not 
Senator Johnson’s fault, his inability to assert 
strong Democratic leadership must be discour- 
aging to a man with presidential ambitions. 

The result is a middle-road rights bill, as 
Senator Johnson had promised, but it is a 
Republican bill. Viewed as campaign ammu- 
nition, the bill is not the best possible meas- 
ure, but it is the best Congress could pass. 
Certainly it should advance the cause of equal 
voting rights where government and citizens 
have the courage to use it. 


Rhee Snubs the Press 


The 31 touring members of the Interna- 
tional Press Institute have just had a con- 
crete demonstration of authoritarianism in 
Korea, and President Syngman Rhee has sub- 
tracted a bit more from his reputation in the 
United States. The editors went to Seoul to 
see Rhee but he refused to receive them; their 
party was left waiting without transportation 
(no joke in Seoul) at a hotel. Some editors 
ascribed the snub to Rhee’s displeasure over 
American press coverage of the bloody March 
15. Korean elections, in which Rhee was re- 
turned to office. Rhee has seldom if ever 
consented to be interviewed by a representa- 
tive of an unfriendly United States newspaper. 
He either has little understanding of democra- 
cy or he understands it well enough to reject 
it.in his own personal interest. 


Battle for the Aged Vote 


Just six years ago Dr. Francis E. Townsend, 
who is now 93 years old, told a Congressional 
committee that some day “the growing army 
of old people will eventually discover their 
political power” and force on Congress the 
$200-a-month pension scheme that made him 
famous in the depression era. From the way 
the politicians are making overtures to the 
aged in this election year one could almost 
think Dr. Townsend’s prophecies were ap- 
proaching fulfillment. 

The pressure comes from the Forand bill, 
which would establish a compulsory medical 


‘insurance plan for retired persons within the 


framework of the social security system. This 
has been indorsed by Democratic presidential 
candidates Humphrey, Kennedy and Syming- 
ton, but rejected by the Administration and, 
perhaps of equal importance, by the House 
Ways and Means Committee. Representative 
Forand of Rhode Island, whose measure has 
been praised by labor organizations and 
damned by the American Medical Association, 
is trying to force his bill out of committee by 
means of a discharge petition. 

Spurred by the threat of the Forand bill, 
which has drawn a large amount of favorable 
mail, Vice President Nixon, whose home state 
of California is more than ordinarily inter- 
ested in old-age assistance, teamed up with 
Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare 
Flemming on substitute legislation. The Nixon- 
Flemming approach followed the theory of 
the old Ives-Flanders bill, which Mr. Nixon 
sponsored in the House a decade ago. The 
plan would have been voluntary and would 
have provided for privately-written health in- 
surance, with subscribers paying in propor- 
tion to their incomes and with the state and 
federal governments making up the difference 
between the cost and the amount paid in. 

The Administration turned ddwn this at- 
tempt by Mr. Nixon to liberalize the Repub- 
lical record on social welfare, and now Mr. 
Flemming says that within two weeks he will 
begin developing a specific proposal on medi- 
cal care for the aged. If this is liberal enough 


to have voter appeal and conservative enough 
to win Administration approval, Mr. Nixon 
may be able to campaign on it. If not, he may 
be forced by circumstances to break with the 
Administration. Legislation prepared by a 
group of Republican Senators, fearful that 
the Democrats will gain an advantage on the 
issue, may provide a vehicle for him. 

There is probably more politics than hu- 
manitarianism in all this, but the end result is 
likely to benefit the aged regardless. Out 
of the conflicting pressures may well emerge 
a compromise that will deal at least in a pre- 
liminary way with a growing national problem.

Actually Councilman Abramson may mere- 
ly be enunciating what in effect is the law. If 
the Missouri Supreme Court upholds a lower 
court ruling in an Olivette annexation case, 
the county’s unincorporated areas would be 
protected from further municipal annexations 
without the county government’s consent. 
Under its home rule Charter, the county per- 
forms municipal services in the unincorpo- 
rated territory, which represents about two- 
thirds of its total acreage. 

The desirability of county supremacy over 
the unincorporated areas grows out of the 
need to preserve sites for the commercial 
and industrial growth so essential for a bal- 
anced tax base and for the creation of new 
job opportunities. If municipalities can grab 
off these sites by annexation and turn them 
over to land speculators for subdivision pre- 
motions, the county will pay for it dearly 15 
or 20 years from now. 

While the lawyers are examining the tech- 
nicalities of his proposal, Mr. Abramson 
should be a step or two ahead of them. For 
one thing as Council Chairman he could take 
the lead for translating the $68,000 land use 
plan into a comprehensive zoning ordinance 
that will preserve the county’s few remaining 
industrial sites. This is a need that will have 
to be met whether his idea for the unin- 
corporated area can be carried out or not. 

For another, Mr. Abramson ought to re- 
solve to assent to no more municipal incor- 
porations, except the one he proposes. By 
that we mean no more incorporations like that 
of the Village of Champ, in which the Coun- 
cil’s Democratic majority made no objection 
to a promotion that grabbed one of the prime 
commercial locations in the then unincorpo- 
rated area. 


To The High Court 

The United States Supreme Court’s agree- 
ment to review the $1,857,545 Dixon-Yates 
damage award is a needed step toward set- 
tling an important point in interpretation of 
the conflict-of-interest law. In its 3-2 decision 
upholding the award last July the United 
States Court, of Claims said there was no 
conflict of interest on the part of Adolphe 
H. Wenzell, a Wall Street banker who repre- 
sented the Bureau of the Budget in a contract 
with the Government from which both he and 
his firm stood to profit. According to the 
claims court’s reasoning, Mr. Wenzell was not 
in conflict of interest because the President 
and the Budget Bureau wanted the same con- 
tract he wanted. The case grew out of the 
President’s cancellation of a contract for a 
power plant to be. built near Memphis. 

If this decision should stand, it seems clear 
that the conflict-of-interest laws would be 
impotent in cases when individuals with pri- 
vate business to sell to the Government were 
officially invited to sit at the Government’s 
end of the table and help pass on the merits 
of what they had to offer. This kind of of- 
ficially sanctioned conflict-of-interest could 
be even more damaging to the fair and im- 
partial conduct of the Government’s business 
than conflicts outside the official pale. If it 
should prove to be the Supreme Court’s view 
that existing laws do not. effectively prohibit 
and provide penalties to discourage that type 
of conflicting interest, it will be up to Con- 
gress to write new laws that will do so. 


Too Many Voting Places 

How can the scores of school districts, mu- 
nicipalities and special taxing districts in St. 
Louis county be encouraged to consolidate 
their polling places? The spirit of a 1957 
law demands consolidation, but the law con- 
tains a loophole that has made it ineffective. 
People are getting tired of wandering all over 
the landscape to visit two and sometimes 
three polling places to cast ballots. 

As a practical matter, it seems ‘to us, the 
initiative in this matter rests with the school 
districts. There are only 29 of them, and they 
cover the whole county; every municipality, 
sewer district, water district, fire, library or 
other special district lies in part at least 
within one of the school districts. 

As a starter the school districts ought to 
consolidate their polling places with those of 
the 98 municipalities within their borders, 
This would require some school districts to 
increase the number of polling places, and 
evidently it would require some additional 
expense for additional polling officials. 

To eliminate this expense, the law ought to 
be changed to permit the consolidation of 
polling-place staffs as well as the places them- 
selves. The school districts should take the 
lead in working for the necessary amendments. 


Still Bubbling 

Jess M. Ritchie’s desire to snatch victory 
from a called ball game has brought him up 
against the Federal Trade Commission once 
again. The FTC objects to advertisements 
Stating that his “battery restorer,” AD-X2, 
was “proved before the FTC” and /was “Gov- 
ernment-tested and proved.” 

The fact is that AD-X2 was tested by the 
Federal Bureau of Standards seven years ago 
and was found to be less than a fountain of 
youth for old batteries. Ritchie would not 
explain how his bubbling restorer, based on 
epsom salts, worked. “It’s an accident,” he 
said. Then former Secretary of Commerce 
Sinclair Weeks intervened in the case, even 
firing the Bureau of Standards chief, Dr. 
Allen V. Astin. Later Dr. Astin was restored 
to his job, but after all the political ferment, 
the FTC in 1956 finally dismissed fraudulent 
advertising charges against Ritchie. 

On the record, AD-X2 did not win FTC or 
Government approval. What it won was ab- 
stention from’ proval. But purely as a 
political issue, AD-X2 does seem to have un- 
usual restorative powers.

A cheap newspaper gimmick? No, for 
with his non-stop TV shows Fidel 
Castro has actually created a new 


form of government that is just as’ 


original and will perhaps prove no less 
significant in its historic effects than 
the Greek invention of government by 
ballot, better known under the name of 


Democracy. For six million Cubans 


the sole expression of their govern- 


ment’s will is the television speech - 


twice weekly by its chief. 
Has Castro’s invention proved its 


worth? In a single TV night he made ~ 


such short work of the widely popular 
President Urrutia, who could not be 
accused of any concrete offense, that 
by midnight the man had handed 
in his resignation at the television 
studio, 


In one night, too, Fidel Castro pro- 


claimed the agrarian reform to his 
nation—the most profound and thor- 
ough revolution, political and social, 
that any Latin American country had 
undergone for 400 years. And by the 
time he left the studio that morning 
the entire people had enthusiagtically 
accepted the agrarian reform! 

There are plenty of ather instances: 
Opinion may be divided on this method 
of government, but one thing must be 
admitted; Thanks to television Fidel 
Castro has succeeded in preserving the 
dynamic force of his réwolution to the 
present day.

The lesson of the filibuster is this: 
the South badly needs a new idea. 
Because of her history, she might be 
able to use a new idea of heroism.

Now, 
with that argument largely settled, he 
turns toward us, the white people of 
the South, and begins his argument, 
basically a Christian one, with us; 
and he conducts this argument in the 
Christian spirit of non-violence.

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$178,927 TAXES 
SOUGHT FROM 
OVERLAND FIRM

WASHINGTON, April 7—A de- 
ficiency claim for $178,927 in 
additional income taves for 1956 
and 1957 has been filed against 
Contemporary Homes, Inc., of 
Overland, Mo., in the United 
States Tax Court here. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
said Contemporary Homes, with 
its main office at 9220 Lackland 
road, formed five subsidiary 
companies in 1955 “for the prin- 
ciple purpose of tax avoidance.” 
The parent firm allegedly 
avoided taxes, agents said, by 
transferring part of its income 
to the subsidiaries. 


Contemporary Homes denied 
owing any income taxes and has 
petitioned the Tax Court to over- 
rule the revenue service. 


The information of five sub- 
sidiaries, revenue agents claim- 
ed, tended to give the parent 
firm ‘‘the benefits of certain de- 
ductions and credits or other 
allowances which would not be 
permitted.” 


Internal Revenue contended 
that the company reported tax- 
able income for 1956 at $29,809 
when actually it should have 
been $61,232, and for 1957 it re- 
ported income of $27,333, when 
it should have been $117,695. 


The government. contended 
that the parent firm. Should have 
included income of $294,859 from 
its subsidiaries in its tax re- 
turns for the two years, The 
subsidiaries are Kemp & Ed- 
wards Construction Co., Adams 
Construction Co,, Preferred Con- 
struction Co,, Contemporary 
Homes Construction Co., and 
Robinwood Homes Inc. 


The company contended that 
the five subsidiaries were ‘‘sep- 
arate entities in income produc- 
ing activities.’ The firm 
acknowledged it owned all the 
stock of the subsidiaries. 

Its petition added that the 
parent company’s transactions 
with the subsidiaries ‘“‘have been 
conducted at arm’s length.” 


In addition to the income from 
the subsidiaries, the Govern- 
ment is disputing the expendi- 
ture of $112,037 in 1957 for grad- 
ing, streets and other site im- 
provements in a subdivision in 
bg lots have not yet been 
sold.

Homes is Fred M. Kemp, who 
was not named in revenue serv- 
ice claims. 


ORTHODOX JEWS ARE DENIED 
SPECIAL RIGHTS ON VOTING 


CHICAGO, April 7 (AP) — 
Special consideration was denied 
yesterday to a committee of 
Orthodox Jewish groups who 
contended that present statutes 
would prevent members of the 
religion from voting in the Illi- 
nois primary next Tuesday. 

The committee said up to 125,- 
000 Jews will not be able to 
vote because the election falls 
on the Jewish Passover holiday. 
Sidney T. Holzman, chairman 
of the Chicago election board, 
said he could make no changes 
in the voting laws under the 
state constitution, 

Orthodox Jews are prohibited 
from transacting business of any 
kind during the Jewish holidays. 
This includes signing for ballots, 
marking ballots or manipulating 
voting machines. The committee 
asked that precinct officials be 
allowed to cast votes for Ortho- 
dox Jews or that Orthodox Jews 
be permitted to cast absentee 
ballots.

SAN DIEGO, Calif., April 7

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MITCHELL BACKS 
MINIMUM FARM 
WAGE MEASURE 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (UPI) 
—Labor Secretary William P. 
Mitchelle advocated yesterday a 
minimum wage for all hired farm 
workers but expressed strong 
doubt Congress will pass such a 
bill in an election year. 

Mitchell also said he would 
prefer to see the law permitting 
the importation of Mexican 
farm laborers expire unless 
Congress strengthens ways of 
supervising the program and 
safeguarding the workers. 

In a speech before the Nation- 
al Travelers Aid Association, 
the Labor Secretary condemned 
the opposition of farm employer 
groups to such legislation. 

He said the policies of the 
farm groups would have the 
effect of having the United States 
Government maintain a supply 
of “underemployed and under- 
paid workers” for farm employ- 
ers. 

Migrant Workers’ Pay. 

“I do not believe that Ameri- 
can agriculture does, can or 
should depend upon such a labor 
system,” Mitchell said. 

In urging a federally-enforced 
minimum wage for farm work- 
ers, Mitchell said that migrant 
workers ‘“‘can expect to receive 
the lowest wages in the entire 
American ecoromy, less than 
$900 a year.” 

He said that a study he ordered 
more than a year ago will show 
that a minimum wage for farm 
workers is ‘‘both feasible and de- 
sirable.” 

Mitchell added that such a re- 
quirement would apply to a rela- 
tively small percentage of farm- 
ers, all of them large. It would 
not apply to the small family 
farmer, Mitchell said. 

The Cabinet member said that 
to believe that the legislation 
would “‘receive the appropriate 
attention of Congress in a po- 
litical year is to avoid the reali- 
ties of our society.” But he said 
he will release the report later 
this month so the recommenda- 
tions can be fully discussed. 


Mitchell also asserted that the 
mass importation of Mexican 
farm workers which totaled 450,- 
000 last year “is having a defi-- 
nite adverse effect on the wages 
and working conditions of Ameri- 
can farm workers.” 


He noted that several bills be- 


ing considered by Congress | 


would dilute his authority. 

“I think that those bills are 
hostile to progress. I consider 
them dangerous to progress that 
has been made so: far,” Mitchell

FRANCE TO GIVE 
UP AREA AROUND 
TUNISIAN BASE 


TUNIS, April 7 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Habib Bourguiba told the 
Tunisian National Assembly to- 
day that France has agreed to 
withdraw all troops from instal- 
lations around the big Bizerte 
naval base. 


The French will retain control 
of the base itself and the vast 
harbor, one of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization’s key naval 
bases in the Mediterranean. 

Bourguiba, who was opening 
the assembly, said France had 
agreed that by Oct. 31 it would 
evacuate all French forces from 
the city of Bizerte and from bar- 
racks outside the base. 


Bourguiba said that although 
he accepted the French proposal, 
he did not rule out reopening the 
question of French occupation 
of the base. He said his ultimate 
goal is the evacuation of all 
French forces in Tunisia, a for- 
mer French protectorate. 

The base at Bizerte, manned 
by some 15,000 men, is the last

CONGRESS GROUP 
ORDERS TIGHTER 
AND SUPERVISION 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP)— 
A congressional committee told 
the State Department today to 
tighten up supervision of the 
foreign aid program or face 
action by the lawmakers. 


The House Foreign Affairs 
Committee expressed disappoint- 
ment. at the functioning of the 
office of inspector general and 
comptroller of foreign aid, which 
Congress created last year. The 
office was intended to be an arm 
of the State Department, operat- 
ing outside the International Co- 
operation Administration, which 
handles the foreign aid program. 


“Unless the inspector general 
and comptroller clearly demon- 
strates the effectiveness of his 
operation during the months to 
come, the committee intends to 
take action to assure that de- 
ficiencies in the operation of the 
program are detected and reme- 
died,’”’ the committee said in its 
report on the foreign aid bill 
for the year beginning July 1.

The committee approved legis- 
lation to continue the program, 
but trimmed $136,500,000 from 
President Eisenhower’s $4,175,- 
000,000 recommendation. 


“The committee is disappoint- 
ed in the time which has been

BONN, April 7—West German 
experts say Mao Tse-tung, Red 
China’s elder statesman, has suf- 
fered downgrading at the hands 
of Soviet scholars. 

They point out that in 1954 
volume 26 of the “‘Great Soviet 
Encyclopedia” described Mao as 
a “great theoretician.” ‘“‘Politi- 
cal Dictionary,” published in 
1958, moved Mao up to a “very 
great theoretician.”” But Volume 
V of the “Smaller Soviet En- 
cyclopedia,” which was ap- 
proved for publication last June, 
labels Mao simply as a ‘‘Marx- 
ist theoretician.” 

These same German experts 
are waiting now to see what a 
Chinese encyclopedia will say 
about Khrushchev.

LONDON, April 7—A leading

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Nearly All Bomb Test Fallout 
Already Settled, Studies Show 


CLEVELAND, April 7 (AP)— 
Hitherto secret studies have dis- 
closed that all but 10 to 15 per 
cent of the fallout from nuclear 
bomb tests of the last 15 years 
has settled to the ground, it was 


reported today. 


A report prepared for the 137th 
national meeting of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society clearly in- 
dicated that man already has 
suffered the major part of what- 
ever radioactive hazard may 


exist from tests held thus far. 


The figures, disclosed as de- 
veloped principally from De- 
partment of Defense studies of 
the stratosphere, are in sharp 
variance with recent estimates 
of some scientists. Those esti- 
mates had figured that as much 
as one third of all the radio- 
active debris from bomb tests 
remains in the stratosphere and 
that the maximum level on the 
earth would not be achieved un- 
til two to four years from now. 

Disclosure of the new figures 
was made by Dr. J. Laurence 
Kulp of Columbia University at 


a news conference preceding 


symposium of ‘‘Radioactive Fall- 


out in Relation to Foods.” 


Kulp told reporters that the 
new figures result from a De- 
partment of Defense study—kept 
secret for more than two years 
—disclosed evidence that “there 
appear to be holes in the tropo-

active debris can fall more 
quickly to the earth than previ- 
ously estimated. The tropopause 
is the layer of the atmosphere 
that lies below the stratosphere. 


Researcher Ronald G. Menzel 
of the United States Department 
of Agriculture’s research center 
at Beltsville, Md. reports that 
recent findings show that up to 
20 per cent of the strontium-90 
fallout from atomic explosions 
is ‘“‘locked within the soil” and 
is not available to plants in 
man’s food chain. 


Previously, he said, it had 
been believed that because most 
of strontium fallout is soluble 
in water, it was all available to 
plants. 


Strontium-90 is considered as 
potentially the most hazardous 
of all the radioactive products 
because in sufficient quantities 
it could cause bone cancer and 
possibly leukemia. 


Dr. C. W. Christenson of the 
Atomic Energy Commission’s 
Los Alamos (N.M.), scientific 
laboratory reported that fallout 
reaching the soil is generally 
concentrated in the top few 
inches of the soil, whereas cer- 
tain crops, such as lettuce, grass 
and alfalfa receive most of their 
nourishment from depths ‘“‘rela- 
tively below the zone of fallout

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BENNETT CERF SAYS 
IV ADS BOOK TRADE 


Contrary to what most book 
publishers say, television is help- 
ing, not hurting, the book busi- 
ness, Bennett Cerf, television 
panelist and president of Ran- 
dom House Publishing Co., said 
here yesterday. 

“More books are being read 
and sold today than ever be- 
fore,”’ he told a luncheon gather- 
ing of Junior Chamber of Ccm- 
merce members and librarians 
at the Sheraton-Jefferson Hotel 
in conjunction with National Li- 
brary Week. 

“Furthermore,” he added, ‘bet- 
ter books are being read today. 
Just compare the best sellers of 
today with those of 50 years ago 
when the public was demanding 
Pollyanna and stuff like that.’ 

Cerf cited three factors in how 
television is helping the book in- 
dustry. First, there are a lot of 
educational television programs 
which are discussing books, he 
said. 

Secondly, many television ac- 
tors are “plugging” books on 
the air. He attributed the place 
of “Act One” by Moss Hart on 
the best seller’s list to Ed Sulli- 
van, who highly praised the 
book on his program. 

The third reason was that chil- 
dren watch programs such as 
“Maverick” and ‘‘Gunsmoke”’ 
and, “‘as bad as some of these 
are, they become interested in 
American history.” 

Cerf quoted the late publisher 
Henry Holt, who in 1898 lamented 
that the book business was fall- 
ing apart because every one was 
out riding the interurban trolley 
cars. 

Later the blame was put on 


‘| bicycle riding, cheap automo- 


biles, motion pictures, radio and 
“then, of course, television. This 
is sheer unadulterated non- 
sense,”’ he declared. 

Also on the program was Cor- 
nelius Ryan, author of the cur- 


rent best seller, “The Longest 


Day,” a story of the Invasion of 
Normandy during World War II. 

Ryan, who was a war corre- 
spondent at Normandy, told of 
several oddities of D-Day that 
he discovered while doing re- 
search for the book. One of 
these was that the Germans had 
scheduled war games for their 
troops stationed in France to be- 
gin June 6, which became D- 
Day. The subject of the games, 
he said, was the invasion of Nor- 
mandy. 

Another oddity was that the 
Germans intercepted a message 
pinpointing the date of D-Day 
the night before the invasion. 
Yet, Ryan said, the general in 
charge was too busy playing 
bridge to get very concerned, 
and hence the troops on Nor- 
mandy’s beaches weren’t alerted. 

Ryan singled out Maj. Gen. 
Charles D. W. Canham, com- 
manding general of XI United 
States Army Corps (Reserve) in 
St. Louis, as one of the heroes of 
the invasion. 


Looking at Cahnam, who 
shared the speaker’s table with 
him, Ryan told of a “colonel 
named Canham” who, while the 
troops were being shot down on 
Omaha Beach, calmly walked 
along the beach shouting, 
“They’re murdering us on the 
beach. Let’s walk inland and get 
murdered.” Ryan added, “That 
saved us on Omaha.”

300,000 FRENCH 
FARMERS JOIN IN 
DEMONSTRATIONS 


PARIS, April 7 (UPI)—Some 
300,000 farmers gathered today 
in 18 towns in various parts 
France to hold protest demon- 
strations against government 
“austerity” policies. 

Thousands of riot police rein- 
forced local law enforcement 
agencies, hoping to keep the 
demonstrations from getting out 
of hand. 

About 35,000 farmers battled 
police for three héurs in a tiot 
touched off by an anti-austerity 
demonstration in Amiens Feb. 
11. More than 120 persons were 
injured, one of them fatally. 

Today’s demonstrations were 
organized by the National Fed- 
eration of Farm Workers. Farm 
spokesmen say that the auster- 
ity measures have kept farm 
prices unreasonably low in re- 
lation to the rest of the economy. 


MOTHER OF 16 ASKS DIVORCE 
TO REGAIN WELFARE CHECKS 


DENVER, April 7 (AP)—Mrs. 
Ida M. Vigil, 48 years old, moth- 
er of 16 children, filed a divorce 
suit yesterday against Ginio 
Vigil, 49, so that she may be re- 
stored to city welfare rolls. 

Her attorney said Mrs, Vigil’s 
welfare checks were stopped be- 
cause there was ‘‘an employable 
man’”’ in the house. 

Mrs. Vigil said her husband is 
unemployed. The children range 
in age from 7 to 28.

Hot Cross Buns 
and-or Braided 
Easter Loaves 

One-half cup extra fine granu- 
lated sugar. 

One package active dry yeast. 

One-quarter cup warm water. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One egg. 

One-third cup soft shortening. 

One cup milk. 

Three and one-quarter cups 
sifted all-purpose flour. 

One-half cup chopped mixed 
fruit peels. 

One-half cup seedless raisins. 

Melted shortening. 

Melted butter or margarine. 
Icing: 

One ‘and three-quarters to two 
cups Confectioners’ powdered 
sugar. 

One egg white. 

Mix sugar and yeast in large 
bowl. Add water and stir mix- 
ture until dissolved. 

Add salt, egg, shortening and 
milk. Blend. 

Add flour, half at a time, mix- 
ing well. Mix chopped peels and 
raisins into dough. Cover and 
allow to rise in warm place un- 
til bulk doubles. Turn onto 
floured board and knead. 

Roll out dough one inch thick 
and cut out with two inch round 
cutter. Arrange in greased bak- 
ing pans. Allow to rise one hour 
in warm place or until light. 
Brush with melted shortening. 
Bake in moderate oven 375 de- 
grees 15 to 20 minutes. Remove 
buns to cooling rack. 

While warm, brush buns with 
melted butter or margarine. 
make icing by mixing confec- 
tioners sugar with egg white 
and top. each bun with a cross. 

Yield: Three dozen buns. 


Variation: Two 12-inch braid- 
ed loaves can be made with this 
dough. Divide dough into two 
parts. Roll out one part three- 
fourth inch thick about six by 11 
inches.

NEW YORK, April 7—Control 
of Investors Diversified Serv- 
ices, Inc., a three-billion-dollar 
mutual fund management con- 
cern based in Minneapolis, was 
returned to Alleghany Corp. 
yesterday in a transfer that 
could have an important bear- 
ing in a possible Alleghany 
proxy figké this year or next. 

Shareholders of five mutual 
funds managed by IDS approved 
the swapping by Allegheny of 
130,000 shares of non-voting IDS 
stock for 130,000 voting shares 
held by the Murchison interests 
of Dallas. 

The trade increases Alle- 
ghany’s holdings of the voting | 
stock to 273,572 shares, or 47.6 
per cent of the total outstand- 
ing. The Murchisons obtained 
the voting shares when they 
supported Allan P. Kirby and 
the late Robert R. Young in 
their successful 1954 proxy fight 

for control of the New York 
Central. 
Result of Settlement. 

Yesterday’s transfer was the 
result of a settlement of a law | 
suit brought by minority, stock- 
holders against Kirby, Alleghany 
chairman and president, the 
estate of Young and the Clint 
W. Murchison and Sid W. Rich- 
ardson oil interests. 

The suit charged that Young 
and Kirby conducted the affairs 
of the holding company in the 
interests of themselves and in- 
siders. Besides the swap, the 
defendants also agreed to pay 
$3,000,000 to Alleghany. 

The transfer is important in 
proxy fight maneuvering for 
Alleghany because of the recent 
purchase by the Murchison 
brothers of Dallas of a large 
block of Alleghany stock held 
by Mrs. Anita O. Young and 
the estate of her husband, 

The Murchisons are left with 
38 per cent of the company’s se- 
curities, but only a 15 per cent 
voting interest. 

May Blame Kirby. 

Wall Street sources hold that 
the Murchisons may feel that 
Kirby is at least partly to blame 
because of his willingness to 


settle. As a result, the sources 
say, the Murchisons may be will- 
ing to join forces with Boston 
financier A, M. Sonnabend, who 
challenged Kirby’s control late 
last year, in a future proxy 
fight. 

In an interview earlier this 
year, John Murchison, partner 
in the firm that controls the 
giant investment empire of his 
father, Clint W. Murchison, said 
*twe look at Alleghany as being 
an indirect investment in IDS 
and the New York Central.” 

Earlier this week Alfred E. 
Perlman, president of the New 
York Central, was given a sev- 
en-year contract. Sources be- 


lieve Perlman would not have | 


requested a contract had he not 
felt it possible that Alleghany, 
which controls the Central, might 
change hands. 

Chances for a battle this year 
are narrowing, however, because 
Alleghany’s annual meeting is 
next month and there is little 
time left to solicit proxies.

Classic Mystery Is 
Pretty Tame on TV 


NEW YORK, April 7. 


ON PAPER, a TV series devoted to classic murder mys- 
teries is a marvelous idea. But the production of “The Bat” 
which opened the series on NBC-TV last week raises some 
large questions. ‘The Bat,” which derived from Mary 
Roberts Rinehart’s ‘The 
Circular Staircase,” prac- 
tically started the mania 
for modern mystery in 
fiction and on the stage. 

But vast strides, not 
necessarily in lesome 
directions, have been taken 
since then. The modern 
mystery turned a big cor- 
ner with “The Maltese 
Falcon” by Dashiell Ham- 
mett, who laid the ground- 
work. Then came Mickey 
Spillane, who ruined the 
facade of realism by ex- 
tending the sex and sadism 
AS to ridiculous lengths so 

a successfully that everyone 
ae adopted this technique. 


SS At any rate the spec- 
ae SAF tacle of an old lady (Helen 
JASON ROBARDS sayen) cutwitting & guy 


dressed as a bat in an old 
house while Lizzie the housekeeper screamed and screamed 
and screamed doesn’t raise any goose pimples any more. 
In fact, you’re likely only to be amused. The question raised 
by this one is simply: Are they going to play it for laughs 
or for thrills? Many of the old classic murders are going 
to sound pretty funny in the cold light of the Twentieth 
Century where the kids start killing each other in the streets 
at the age of 15. 


However, if you view this—as I did—in a spirit 
of fun and games, you’ll have a gay old time. Never 
have I seen so many doors opening silently (closeup 
of the handle turning) or so many faces at the 
window (scream) or so many fortuitous electrical 
failures at the precise point when the plot needed 
them (scream) or so many figures scampering down 
the dim corridors (scream) or so many unex- 
plained entrances or unexplained window openings or 
unexplained fireplace closings or candles flickering in 
the wind or flashes of lightning. 


That’s—as the poet (Howard Dietz circa 1732) used to 
say—entertainment and Mary Robert Rinehart believed in 
giving them lots for their money. Everyone, in Mary 
Roberts Rinehart’s books, got into the act; everyone had a 
motive for killing the old skinflint; everyone’s motives tied 
up in a neat little bundle with everyone else’s motives. 
Believe me, it wasn't easy. But I’m not sure it’s appreciated 
in this day of “The Blob,” “The Fly,” and Alfred Hitchcock. 

The acting by Helen Hayes, Jason Robards and Margaret 
Hamilton (who did all the screaming) was broad and so was 
the direction by Paul Nickell. Joseph Welch was the host 
and he was splendidly fusty and Old World and all that, 
don’t y'know. . 

- AND, WHILE WE’RE ABOUT IT, we might dwell for a 
moment on Jason Robards, one of Broadway's fastest rising 
young actors. A veteran of television, Robards now only 
does about four shows a year. 

“T’ve been in television from the beginning. I’ve played 
evéry arch villain known to man. But I think the role that 
I’m best known for is ‘For Whom the Bell Tolls.’ I think the

West cashed the A-K of clubs 
and shifted to the eight of hearts. 
Declarer could see no reason for 
taking a finesse, since a diamond 
discard on the ace of hearts ap- 
peared to be useless. So he went 
up with the ace and led a spade. 

East showed out, as expected, 
and South took the ace and 
exited with a spade. West re- 
turned the king of hearts, which 
declarer ruffed, but South still 


Cold

The effect of these plays its 
that both dummy’s hand-and de- 
clarer’s are out of hearts and 
clubs. Next South cashes the ace 
of spades and throws West into 
the lead with a spade. 

That unworthy individual must 
now pay the piper. He is com- 
pelled to lead either a heart or 
a club, permitting South the lux- 
ury of a ruff and discard, or 
else lead a diamond from the 
Q-10-7 into declarer’s A-K-J. 

Either way, South makes four 
spades doubled.

sign of life in the democracy would have suited me fine. 

At Broadway I turned north, In the deep downtown of 
St. Louis there is a button company that goes back to the 
time of William Jennings Bryan. Now there was a man who 
knew how to lose. Three times he stood for President, and 
he was knocked down every time. But he brought out the 
inner strength in many people. The first story of political 
courage I ever heard concerned a family in a rural area. 
One year the family flaunted its wealth by putting in a bath- 
tub, indoors, with running water. The same year, William 
Jennings Bryan passed through town and the family flaunted 
its political independence by inviting Mr. Bryan to use its 
bathtub. 


Was there envy? Jealousy? Savage partisan 
stirrings against the arrogances of privilege and poli- 
tics? You know there was. But some say before 
the great man’s ring around the tub had faded away, 
that tub became a monument. People dropped in 
just to visit it. I think of it as the biggest campaign 
button I ever saw. 


BRYAN’S BORROWED TUB is a long way from where I 
was headed several paragraphs ago, to the local button 
company. This button works is located up one flight of 
stairs and about 50 years back. But it has buttons. There 
are buttons on the walls and buttons in frames and buttons 
in cases. One case held four buttons. The buttons were 
Kennedy for President, Symington for President, Humphrey 
for President and Stevenson for President. 

‘Just samples,” the saleswoman said. ‘We made them 
up in case anybody wanted to order. So far, nobody has.” 


That is the trouble. Nobody has. If the Demo- 
crats can’t button up and fight among themselves, how 
do they expect to get in training? The Republicans 
aren’t any better. Some smart independent ought to 
slap an old “I Like Ike” button on himself and rout 
the lot of them. 


“PEOPLE AREN’T wearing campaign buttons as much 
as they used to,” the saleswoman said. “I think people feel 
campaign buttons start too many arguments. That’s the 
sign of progress, isn’t it? I mean, aren't we supposed to be 
getting more civilized?” 

Sure, we are; and look at the fun it’s costing us. During 
the ’44 campaign I knew a pilot who was an FDR man. One 
of the pilot’s crewmen was a Willkie man.

Coftfee—Good or Bad? 


“WHEN I WENT TO SCHOOL (1918 to 1932) we were 
taught that coffee drinking is unhealthy. Why is it now con- 
sidered a healthy beverage? J.D. 

That’s a fair question, sir. Now that you mention it, I 
recall something more or less like that, years ago. I am 
under the impression that most of this sort of advice was 
aimed at young children, and, in that, there was a certain 
amount of wisdom—for the youngsters. 

Coffee (and tea, too, for that matter) contains caffein. 
Caffein is a stimulant, and stimulants are something that 
youngsters just don’t need. A strong cup of coffee or tea 
will contain as much as a couple of grains of caffein. 


For adults, coffee (or tea) is another matter. 
We no longer have the effervescent bounce of the 
young. In adulthood, a cup of coffee is a good pick- 
me-up. It mildly stimulates the heart and hence the 
circulation, and is, as you are aware, a waker-upper 
for the brain, too. 


Now the fact that a cup of coffee picks you up does 
not mean that you can drink large amounts of it without 
paying a price for it. Tolerances vary. Some of us can drink 
quite a lot; others can’t. A tense, high-strung person may 
have difficulty getting to sleep after drinking coffee. Others 
have no trouble. 

It is certainly rather common in medical practice to talk 
to people who complain of being perpetually “nervous” and 
find that these people drink a great deal of tea or coffee. 
They are getting too much stimulation. That’s why doctors, 
in such cases, tell the patients to cut down or cut out coffee, 
tea, or certain soft drinks of the cola type. 


Other patients need a certain amount of stimu- 
lation. For them the doctor may well suggest having 
two or three cups of coffee a day. It all depends on 
whether you want to increase or decrease the stimu- 
lation. So, you see, my answer isn’t that coffee is 
“healthy” or “unhealthy.” It depends on the amount, 
and the circumstances, and the individual’s make-up. 


I see no good reason for serving tea or coffee to children. 
I can see it contributing to the jitters in some youngsters. 
As a general rule, I'd say the latter years of high school 
should be soon enough to start drinking coffee, and if the 
individual puts it off for a few years longer, it won't do 


any harm.

Actress Immerses Herself in Role of Elizabeth in Play at American; Her Views on Theater

LONG BEFORE curtain time, Eva Le Gallienne walked into 


her American Theater dressing room Monday night. 


Two hours 


later, when the cue was given, Elizabeth the Queen stepped from 


the dressing room to the stage. 


To Miss Le Gallienne, she was not an actress playing the role 


of a Queen. She was the Queen. 

In those two hours spent in her 
dressing room, she not only 
donned the rich robes of royalty 
and the facial lines of an un- 
happy ruler. She sponged to- 
day’s world from her thought 
and for long minutes before her 
cue sat there quietly, keeping 
her tightly-disciplined mind al- 
most a blank. This complete 
mental repose is, for her, the 
best preparation for a perform- 
ance. 

On stage, she made no con- 
scious effort to remember lines 
and action. She had stepped into 
Elizabeth’s costume and char- 
acter. Now Elizabeth, not Le 
Gallienne, would be permitted to 
give substance to a tragic mo- 
ment of history, briefly recalled. 

Earlier, Miss Le Gallienne 
shed the personality of Elizabeth 
completely as we sat together 
in the foyer of the theater 
where her play, ‘‘Mary Stuart,” 
continues through this week. 

Slender, of average height, she 
carries an aura of drama. The 
lavender dress and deep purple 
coat paled her fair, tissue-like 
complexion and deepened the 
blue of her eyes. Her voice -was 
low and richly mellow and she 
accented her words with ges- 
tures, first gentle, then grand. 

Her long-haired Yorkshire ter- 
rier, the wriggling ‘‘Miss Midge,” 
barked a bit at a stranger, then 
snuggled down to sleep. 


Paradoxically, it. was her hand- 
some, stylish hat which. asso- 
ciated Miss Le Gallienne in a 
roundabout way with her classic 
role. A wide-brimmed, tailored 
mink, it hit the bald spot which 
she had shaved to effect the ex- 
tremely high forehead of the real 
Elizabeth. 


Faced with an historical role, 
and she has portrayed many, she 
becomes a stern student not only 
of the appearance and character 
of the person herself, but of her 
heritage, her personality, her 
parentage, the society in which 
she lived. She has read widely 
of Elizabeth and her times, and 
knows how and why Elizabeth 
behaved as she did, the political 
pressures, , the emotional ten- 
sions, the intrigue threading 
through the Elizabethan court. 


“I am not a believer in the 
acting method which says I 
must be myself in every role,’’ 
she said. “I am the person 
I am portraying. To me, Signe 
Hasso is, on stage, really 
Mary. And to her, I am Eliza- 
beth. 


“I have no desire to see how 
others have played the same 
role. Acting is an extremely 
personal art. It is between your- 
self and the role and God.” 

And for Miss Le Gallienne, it 
has been a complete dedication 
since her mother took her, a 
child of 4, to a performance of 
“The Water Babies” in her na- 
tive London. 

“At that moment,” she said, 
“I decided I wanted to be on 
stage. I wanted to pretend with 
those other children.” 

Three years later the desire 
was solidified when in Paris, 
she saw a 60-year-old Sarah 
Bernhardt electrify the audience 
with her ebullience. 

At 14 Eva Le Gallienne made 
her debut, carrying the train of 
the noted Constance Collier, 
walking across the stage without 
a line to say, but absorbing the 
magic of the theater which 
would stay with her all her life. 
She entered dramatic school but 
two months later was plucked 
from the classroom for her first 
role and her formal technical 
training in the art of acting was 
ended forever. 

Six years later, she made her 
debut and her name in the 
American theater. 


But the years have made her 
more than a star. Now, in her 
sixtieth year, she is continuing 
to build on an already solid 

as an actress, di- 
rectér and producer. Founder 
of the famed Civic Repertory 


Theater in New York which 
she headed from 1926 to 1932, 
she continues to work for and 
dream about subsidies which 
will bring the living theater to 
the people at moderate prices. 


Even though she once hoped’ 
for federal support and asked 
President Roosevelt to appoint a 
Secretary of Fine Arts for the 
Cabinet, she can no _ longer 
“imagine the Senate and the 
House voting funds for a federal 
theater.” 

She can, however, imagine bfg 
business diverting a portion of 
its television budget to the le- 
gitimate theater. And she be- 
lieves that ultimately the Gov- 
ernment will be sufficiently con- 
cerned with culture to create 
a Cabinet secretaryship as many 
other countries have done. 

“We have in this country,” 
she said, ‘‘a new feeling for cul- 
ture. It is exemplified by the 
magnificent new art centers.”’ 

Despite her fierce desire and 
continuing battle for subsidies, 
Eva Le Gallienne is singing no 
requiem for the theater. 

“Nothing has killed it yet,’’ she 
said. ‘‘Nothing can kill it now.” 

With one of the largest reper- 
toires of dramatic roles of any 
contemporary actress, Miss Le 
Gallienne prefers to vary those 
roles from day to day rather 
than play the same one for 
weeks and months on end. 


“It’s really much harder work 
to play just one role,’’ she said. 
“You have to work harder to 
keep it from becoming stale.”’ 

She has never blanked out on 
a line because by immersing her- 
self so completely in the charac- 


ter she can always think' of an-. 


other word, should the author’s 
exact expression elude her. But 
she has shared with many actors 
the chilling resistance of an un- 
receptive audience. 

“If the audience only: realized 
what communion there can be 
across the footlights,’”’ she said. 
“When you go to the theater, let 
the play wash over you and let 
yourself believe. Keep your 
thought open and receptive to 
what is unfolding before you. 


“I love children’s audiences 
because they bring their imagi- 
nations and live the story with 
the characters.” 


She smiled then as she remem- 
bered. 

“A friend of mine in the audi- 
ence when I played Peter Pan 
told me that a little boy and his 
grandmother were talking behind 
her. The grandmother said, 
‘That isn’t really Peter Pan, you 
know. That’s a girl.’ 

“The little boy was indignant. 
He said, ‘Of course that’s Peter 
Pan. No girl could do that.’ 

“And in that part of the play 
where Peter starts to take the 
medicine which Captain Hook 
has poisoned, I would always 
hear little voices from all over 
the theater shouting at me, 
‘Don’t drink that!’ 

“You can never quite forget 
the audience, even when you are 
living your role.” 

She paused to praise Miss 
Hasso, who portrays the role of 
Mary. I had asked why, if the

Simple Rules for Salad Lovers

IT STRIKES ME that no 
branch. of the culinary art has 
gotten itself surrounded by more 
rules, most of them silly, than 
the art of making a salad. 

Sometimes I wonder who made 
these vast and momentous de- 
cisions which you see handed 
around among amateur chefs as 
though they were gospel. Who, 
for instance, decided you should 
never wash a salad bowl? A 
real gourmet, you hear people 
say, always rubs the salad bowl 
with garlic. Or, white wine 
vinegar is the only kind a gour- 
met ever uses. 

And whoever decided that a 
head of lettuce couldn’t be 
touched with a knife, but had to 
be broken up by hand into what 
are commonly referred to as 
“bite-size chunks”? To begin 
with, I have never been able to 
detect any great virtue in broken 
lettuce as compared to cut let- 
tuce, and to make it worse, most 
peoples’ idea of a bite-size chunk 
would make a good bite for a 
horse, but not for me. How

THERE ARE, however, a few 
basic rules which must prevail 
where all green salads are con- 
cerned. 

The first one is, the ingredi- 
ents must be chilled.

It also tastes 
better. Nobody likes a warm, 
limp mess of greenery covered 
with a warm sauce. So have the 


let the water drain out. Remem- 
ber, oil will not mix with water. 
Salad dressing won’t adhere to 
west leaves. 


If you don’t have a salad 
basket, a good trick is to put the 
greens in a clean cloth and 
swing them until they’re dry. 

Use a big bowl for salad. A 
tossed salad needs space in 
which to be tossed. If the bowl 
is too small the salad either 
won’t be tossed properly, or half 
of it will-land on the floor. 

THERE ARE various ways of 
adding garlic to a salad. Some 
purists insist on chopping it 
very, very fine. Rubbing the 
bowl with a clove of garlic is as 
good a way as any. Sprinkle a 
little salt in the bowl and then

much you like. 


Another method is to squeeze 
the juice of a clove of garlic 
onto a square cut from a heel 
of bread. Put the bread in when 
you toss the salad. Take it out 
when the tossing is done. 

Or, you can use garlic wine 
vinegar instead of using garlic. 
Purists insist, however, that it’s 
no substitute for fresh garlic.
